WATSEKA, IL. April 6.—The . right 
forearm of Dr. William R. Miller, was 
discolored when Dr. J. 5. Near attended 
him the night of July 11, 199, when Mil- 
ler killed John B. Sayler, after, as he 
claims, Sayler attacked him with a 
hand-ax. At that time, according to 
testimony given today by Dr. Near, 


there was a redness three inches long 


end two inches wide. 

When Dr. Near saw Miller the next 
day at the Watseka Jail the arm was 
black and blue. “It looked,” said Dr. 
Near, “as if he had beer: struck with 








Miller did not tell him he had been 
struck and he said nothing to Miller 
about it. There was no abrasion and 
he did not consider it necessary to treat 
the forearm. 

Dr. Near admitted that the injury 
might have been received in a number 
of ways other than by being struck with 
an instrument. He said Miller’s left 
sleeve was torn, but not the right. 

Bayler Showed No Resentment. 

Prof, J. W. Green of Onarga, brother- 
in-law of J. B. Sayler, told of spending 
two days before the tragedy at the Say- 
ler home.

The physicians who attended Mrs. Pat- 
terson wére at a loss to understand 
why the wound proved fatal until they 
made a post-mortem examination. Then 
they found that the bullet had pierced 
the upper part of the lung cavity, caus- 
ing bleeding that submerged the lungs 
and resulted in death.

Site That Is Talked of Is One 
West of Washington Uni- 
versity Grounds. 





An American Lutheran university’ in 
St. Louis to cost several million dollars 
and which will be capable of accomodat- 
ing more than 10,00 students, is being 
planned. The doors are to be thrown 
open Oct. $1, 1917, when the Lutherans 
of the United States will be gathered in 
St. Louis to celébrate the four-hundredth 
anniversary of the beginning of the Ger- 
man Reformation, the day that Luther 
nailed his % theses to the church at 
Wittenberg. The plan is being under- 
taken by St. Louis Lutheran ministers. 

Already the promoters of the plan 
have taken the matter up with ministers 
and financiers in all the principal cities 
of the, United States and have met 
with such encouragement that a pre- 
liminary meeting has been called for 
Wednesday night at Walther College, 
1031 South Eighth streét, to appoint com- 
mittees and begin the actual work. 

Possible sites for the new Lutheran 
University of America, west of where 
Washington University stands, are un- 
der consideration, but no options have 
yet been taken on lands. Options may 
be taken within a few weeks. 

The plans for the new university con- 
template an institution on the scale of 
the University of Berlin and those at 
Leipsic and Erlagen. Only the new uni- 
versity in St. Louis will not be fashioned 
after these schools. It will be purely 
American Lutheran, according to . the 
plans. of its promoters. Leipsic, Berlin 
and Erlangen were originally Lutheran, 
but have now become Evangelical. - 

The Rev. Otto Laskowski, : 7344 Mari- 
etta avenue, is the father of the move- 
ment for an immense Lutheran celebra- 
tion in St. Louis in 1917.

Suppose you cdéme here ' not in that. 
class that “works its divorce out."" Then 
there are five ways of ving that you 
can choose. The most popular way is 
a cottage. It: has privacy—oomething 
greatly té be desired heré, ‘it has style; 
it is the most comfortablé, ard also the 
most expensive. 

Rent is very high and has increiised 
2% to 50 per cent in the last-year. The 
cottage for which the, wife of ex-Judge 
Coyne pays $5 a month would rent in 
any other town ‘the sige of this for $35 
or $0, The average cost of a furnished 
cottage, however, is $8 or $40. These 
are not cottages in the: heart of town 
and are not 80 Sanreme on that ac- 
count, 

Servants Scare in Reno. 

Se-vice is high in Reno. sSevéral wom- 
en have told the . Post-Dispatch correé- 
spondent that they pay $.. or #40 a 
month for a cook, and Worien like Mrs. 
McKim, Mrs. Coyne and other well-to-do 
members of the colony. Keep two serv- 
ants. The. woman.who can afford to 
do so brings her -servants from the 
East, as it is not easy to obtéin com- 
petent help here. So sét ns ee $30 a 
month for service. . 

Fuel ts very high, Wooa ts $15 50 a load 
and coal $860 a ton. Light costs $2.50, 
water $2.50 and a ‘teleplione $1.50 a 
month. 

Next we come to provisiéns. In .the 
first place there are two prices for e¥V- 
erything in Reno, but more of that later 
on. They are higher than they are at 
almost any place else in the. country. 
Seventy-five dollars would be a very 
conservative estimate for the household | 
expenditure for a woman and one serv- 
ant. One hundred dollars comes nearer 


it. So we can calculate ‘rent $35, serv- |: 


ant $30, household bille $75, total, $140 
a month. Without a servant the amount 
could be brought down to $75 of $80 by 
economy. 


Cheaper in Apartments.

big closet in which is @ gas stove. This 
rents for $25 a month; and an additional 
room makes it $35. A woman doing light 
housekeeping can keep her grocery bill 
down to $% a month, Which makes a 
total of $50 or $0 a, nionth, without 
laundry, which is very expensive and 
badly done. 

The boarding house is the third way, 
which the reporter has not heard reconi- 
mended by anyone.

MOUNTAIN'S BILL 


Free Bridgers Point Out Pop- 
lar Street Crossing Evil 
Is Ignored. 


DELAY ANGERS REBER 


Declares Administration Has 
Fought Rail Approach 
Nine Months. 


Advocates of the municipal free bridge 
point out the remarkable fact that the 
bill accepting the Iron Mountain Rail- 
road’s offer of an easement in its land 
for the site of the west wagon apprbdach 
of the bridge, and virtually binding the 
city to grant the railroad company 4 
franchise to cross several streets with 
an elevated structure, makes no mention 
whatever of the proposition to remove 
the dangerous Poplar street tracks. 

The Iron Mountain has promised the 
city it will remove the tracks if the 
company is given a franchise for an 
elevated structure from the Mill Creek 
Valley. to its river-front tracks and the 
west approach of the free bridge is ele- 
vated to sufficient height to permit the 
building of the elevated road under the 
approach. 

Speaker Rombauer of the House of 
Delegates said Tuesday that the Iron 
Mountain road was perfectly willing to 
have it stipulated in the bill that the 
Poplar street tracks will ‘be torn up, 
but he says the Law Department of the 
city advised that it would be better to 
have that matter taken care of in a 
separate bill, as the charter forbids leg- 
islation on two subjects in the same bill. 

Friends of the free birdge declare the 


iproposition to remeve the tracks is mere- 


ly a consideration of the bill, and not 
@& Separate subject. 

At the public hearing on ‘the -bill by 
the Railroads Committee of the House 
Monday, it developed that President 
Reber of the Board of Public Impreve- 
ments has been urging. the administra- 
tion for nine months to get busy on the 
east side railroad approach. The admin- 
istration has steadfastly refused to ac- 
Quire land and prepare plans for the 
east side approach, but are going ahead 
with the plans for the wagon approach. 

“In the conferences in the Mayor's 
office,” President Reber told the com- 
mittee, “I have been urging that the 
east sidé railroad approach be butlt 
immediately. Nothing has been done 
until recently, when a committee was 
appointed to take up the matter.” 

Amplifying this statement to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday, 
President ‘Reber said: 

“Bie building of the east side rafl- 
road approach is a problem that con- 
fronts the administration. We should 
attack it at once. It will have to be 
done some time. There is no neces- 
ity for delay. It ought to be done 
as soon as possible. I have long rec- 
ogmized the fact that the principal 
purpose of the. bridge is to furnish 
access to St, Louis for railroads. For 
that reason the railroad .approaches 
should be built first.” 


Minority Report by Igoe. 

Delegate Igoe of the Railroads Com- 
mittee said Tuesday that he will 
make a minority report against the 
bill, but a majority report probably 
will recommend its passage. He shys 
the bill virtually binds the city to 
grant a franchise to the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad, and that a matter of 
that kind should come up in another 
bill. 
Frank H. Gerhart opposed the bill 
because it does not provide for an 
easement for railroad *approaches, 
and that the additional elevation of 
the @pproach at Broadway to give 
the required clearance to the elevated 
structure will make the grade of the 
approach so steep between Broadway 
and Seventh street as to impose great 
burdens on wagon traffic.

Reveal the Distinctive Talents of Their 
Stars—Emily Stevens’ Triumph. - 





during the performance of “‘Sep- 
timus,” at the Garrick last night 
when two admirable artists stamped 
the value of their work oe upon 
thie minds of the people to whose con- 
templation the endeavor was submitted. 

The first of these two artists was Mr. 
George Arliss, already justly secure in 
the distinction born of good work. The 
second was Miss Emily Stevens, a 
young actress to fortune and to fame 
unknown. Together they held the stage 
in a scene of the tensest emotional 
strain that has been felt by St. Louis 
playgoers for many a season. 

The moment was that when Emmy 
Oldrieve of the curious Locke novel 
from which the play is. made, attempts 
to tell Septimus Dix, a bachelor and 
oné of God’s inspired fools of genius- 
stricken tnnocence and unworldliness, 
that she has been betrayed through love 
and is soon to be shamed in all human 
eyes by the coming of a child of shame. 

It was an incredible situation. 

And it was almost incredibly made 
credible. 

The achievement of Miss Stevens was 
the amazing feature of the moment. 
Suddenly, without warning, this young 
woman gripped her audience in a 
breathless spell of absorbed interest as 
irresistible as it was unexpected. 

Horror, despair, a wild beating of the 
soul’s wings against the trap set by 
fate, the physical and psychic collapse 
that follows what seems irremediable 
moral disaster, the crumbling into noth- 
ingness of all a woman's life—these 
things were shown by the Emmy Old- 
rieve of last night’s playing with a 
breathing vividness that carried the 
pang of actual anguish with its show- 
ing. And above it all rose the supreme 
cry of such a scene and-such a situa- 
tion—the cry for a woman to whom, 
comprehending, she might tell her 
dreadful plight. 

The cry was heard only by the man 
Septimus, loving her, but, being one of 
God’s inspired fools of genius-stricken 
innocence and unworldlinesa, the mean- 
ing of it all went past him as though he 
were some unsexed creature, 

Yet not so—there came at last the one 
instant when Septimus understood. 

And at that instant, being all-innocent 
and all-unworldly, one of God’s gentle 
fools loving a woman in his own way, 
Septimus reached out his groping and 
childlike hands and saved the girl from 
her damnation. 

It was so sfmple, to his simple soul. 
He would marry her. He would be the 
father of her child In the eyes of that 
world through which*he wandered wrap- 
ped in his genius-stricken dreams. And

tittered and guffawed at the crisp 
dialogue and bright epigrams of 
“Inconstant George,” in which John 
Drew began a week’s engagement 
at the Olympic Theater Monday 
evening. It is a play that pleases by 
the cleverness of its dialogue rather 
than its situations, and is exactly fitted 
to the peculiar talents of John Drew. 
“Inconstant George” is a sort of so- 
ciety chap who has been “stuffed full 
of moral precepta,”” but who doesn’t find 
it easy to follow them—who swears he 
will never egain allow anyone to call 
him “my dear’—who will never again 
make iove to woman—and then finds 
himself suddenly making love to no 
less than a half-dozen.

Such a condition follows nat- 
urally when dozens of men, conscious of their 
rectitude, are wondering whether they are to. be 
hit next or speculating as to the target at which 
favoritism will presently choose to aim, 

The efficiency of the department is a matter 
of first importance to Gov. Hadley. What are 


the particular incidents, does he view the inevi- 
table consequences of them as conducive to effi- 
ciency or the enthusiasm from which efficiency 
springs? He is quoted in one statement as de- 
claring that the commissioners of his appoint- 
ment are not responsible. Will he continue to 
dodge by adhering to that plea? It would be 
interesting to know not less what Gov. Hadley 
thinks of the actual situation than what he has 
in mind as appropriate proceedings in relation 
to the commissione?s for whose appointment he 
is not responsible? It is a situation the Governor 
cannot attord to ignore.

An international contest without the French 
flyers would not be very exciting and probably 
not international. Thus the Wrights stand 
the obstacles to a meeting which should do more 
than anything else to increase general interest 
in flying and flying machines. 

The Wrights have disclaimed intention to stop 
progress and kill interest. They have also averred 
they were not seeking monopoly. Their argu- 
ment is plausible enough in a way. They say 
that it: will be a long time before the profits from 
the manufacture and sale of aeroplanes will be 
great enough to permit the prosecution of very 
necessary experimental and development work. 
Practically the only source of profit now is from 
races and exhibitions. Such profits they maintain 
should be turned to the making of new tests and 
experiments. 

It is a fine argument and a pretty theory. But 
if it keeps the French aviators away from the 
international cup contests, it is not a good prac- 
tice. Much of the admiration for the Wrights 
and their great achievements will venish if they 
persist in their hampering tactics. 

But if they will not yield the point it is a good 
opportunity for such an organization as the St.
